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GRAND MASTER 


Breath-taking and chilling, sinister and sensuous, moody and exhilarating. Choose an adjective 


and it probably applies to the art of Frank Frazetta; applies and yet somehow falls short of adequately 
describing the work of the most influential oreator of fantastic art of the last half century. 

Born February 9, 1928, in Brooklyn, NY, Frazetta literally started drawing before he could walk. 
Enrolled in the Brooklyn Academy of Fine arts at the age of 8, he learned classical painting, anatomy 
and composition from Michael Falanga. By his 16th birthday Frazetta had embarked on a career 
in commercial art as assistant to cartoonist John Giunta and it was through Giunta’s studio that he 
saw publication of his first comios story, “Snowman” in Tally-Ho Comics #1 [December, 1944.] 

Throughout the “40s and 50s Frazetta was active in the comics field, producing exemplary work 
for all of the major publishing houses, including the legendary E.C. He also produced a short-lived 
syndicated newspaper strip, Johnny Comet, which caught the attention of Li’! Abner’s creator Al Capp. 
Joining Capp’s studio in 1954, Frazetta was one of the ghost artists for the series for almost 9 years. 

In the 1960s he embarked on a career painting book covers and it was here that Frazetta stretched 
his artistic muscles and changed, pretty much single-handedly, people’s perceptions of what fantasy 
art was, is, could and should be. Frazetta’s skill and imagination elevated pulpish prose to near-mythic 
heights. His heroes were tougher and his villains more dastardly; his mountains were more foreboding, 
his jungles lusher, and his swamps more abundant with reptilian life; his monsters were scarier, his wildlife 
more animated, and his women were, well, the most erotic creatures ever to roam a fantasy landscape. 

And still are, as his most recent work attests. 

There was only one logical choice for the first Spectrum Grand Master Award. Mostly, of course, 
because of the profound impact Frank Frazetta has had on several generations of artists and readers, 
but also, more than a little because, as Ray Bradbury has written, “Young boys would like to look like 
his heroes, or, failing that, draw and shape dreams as well as Frazetta does.” 


That desire doesn’t diminish with age.
